JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA. 


The present (French) mail brings dates to 6th'June. The Japan 
Mail has the following :— 

Asevere shock of earthquake has been felt throughout Yoko- 
hama. A godown was seriously injured by the shock, which is 
said to have been the most severe during the past seven years. 
The Seismograph attached to the engineering establishment of 
the Government at Benten showed that the shock travelled in the 
direction of 8S. W. and N. E. 

A school has been established at Yedo under the superinten- 
dence of a duly qualified teacher, for the instruction of Japanese 
youths in the German language. ; 

Mr. De Long, who has recently received his appointment as 
Minister Plenipotentiary and Envoy Extraordinary, was to go to 
Yedo to present his credentials to the Mikado. 

The Silver Eagle, with the draft of the 1st-10th Regt., under 
command of Lieut. Blake, has arrived. The soldiers enjoyed 
very good health on the passage out. 

‘ine following items are from the Japan Herald :— 

The Prince of Higo has addressed a memorial to the Mikado, 
setting forth his views on ships and trade. He expresses it as 
his opinion that the navy should be entirely in the hands of the 
Government ; that the Chilianjis should at once be called upon to 
dispose of their interests in steamers and sailing ships; that 
these should be purchased by wealthy and enterprising merchants 
or by companies, and that all trading pursuits should be given up 
by every eran Daimio, and left entirely in the hands of the 
native merchants of their several districts ; and that he is pre- 
pared, if his sentiments be approved, to set an example by at once 
acting upon the doctrines he has advanced. 

There is a strong move being made by several of the Kuges, 
together with the disaffected, to bring about a change in Govern- 
ment, and in this wise:—During the time of Ashkaga, a Joshiu 
Daimio who became Tycoon some five hundred years ago, the 

resent Mikado reign was inaugurated, extending to the present, 
feing thirteen rulers, The old true tree and true line is repre- 
sented by Fushimino-mia, now travelling abroad in America and 
Europe with Ninaji-no-mia of the same line. Satsuma upholds 
the present Mikado, and if Satsuma takes the reins no present 
great outbreak is apprehended, others rather preferring to act 
against him in three or four months after his policy shall have 
shown itself. Arima has been ordered into confinement, The 
assassins of Kuge Hirosawa have been apprehended ; they belong 
to the Arima clan. There are twenty-five Kuges imprisoned at 
Yedo for intrigue against Government. 

A great number of officials, both Government and princes’ 
officers, have been arrested within the past few days. The Ya- 
shikis belonging to the Prince of Arima have been taken by the 
Government, and also those of the Yanegawa. 

LATER ADVICES VIA AMERICA. 

The Pacific Mail Company’s steamer America arrived at San 
Francisco on the 15th July, thirty-three days from Hong Kong, 
and twenty-two days from Yokohama, the advices from the last-' 
named port being to the 23rd June. The following is the sum- 
mary of the news brought by this steamer, as telegraphed to the 
New York papers :— 

The troops contributed by the Daimios to the Japanese Impe- 
rial Army continue to pour into Yedo, but the jealousy between 
the different clans makes the position of the Government very 
difficult. The Japanese Senate will soon meet, Prince Satsuma 
having arrived at the capital. 

The United States Minister, De Long, having received his cre- 
dentials as United States Minister Plenipotentiary and Envoy 
Extraordinary, went to Yedo on the 8th June, where he had an 
audience with the Mikado. 
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It is rumoured that the British fleet had been ordered to ren- 
dezvous at Chefoo, to co-operate, it is supposed, with the Ame- 
rican squadron in the Korea. 

‘A German merchant of Yokohama has absconded with the sum 
of $20,000, which had been entrusted to him. 

The Japanese Prince Choshiu died op the 5th June. 











CHINA.

SHANGHAI. 

We have dates from this port to the 9th June. 

The North China Daily News says :—We mentioned, some time 
ago, that Chen-kwo-jui had been trying to get up another anti- 
foreign riot at Yangchow ; but that Tsen-kwo-Fan had interfered, 
when the matter was brought to his notice, and restored quiet. A 
Chinkeang correspondent now writes that Chen has couially been 
arrested. He says :—‘Chen-kwo-jui has been taken by a man- 
darin at Yangchow, for some unknown offence, and is now tied 
hand and foot, and guarded by 300 soldiers, at Yangchow. His 
captor has proceeded to Nanking, to see the Viceroy Tseng-kwo- 
Fan, with reference to his trial. There are in consequence rejoio- 
ings amongst the Chinese here. This is not rumour, but a fact.” 
We, however, cannot guarantee our correspondent’s information to 
be literally correct ; though there is no doubt that Chen is in 
difficulties somehow ; and very little doubt that Government is at 
the bottom of it. 

The Courier reports that the German corvette Hertha would 
leave in a few days, conveying Mr. Aunecke to Taku, en route to 
assume the position of Chargé d’Affaires for the German Empire 
during the absence in Europe of H.E. Baron Rehfues, who has 
left Peking. The Hertha will then proceed to Australia, where 
she will be the first Government ship to display the national flag. 
She will be succeeded in Chinese waters by the Albatross, the 
Nautilus, and others. 


THE AMERICAN EXPEDITION TO KOREA. 


The following account—received vic San Francisco—of the 
progress of the American operations in Korea had been brought 
to Shanghai by the American steamer Palos, which was detached 
from the other vessels of the expedition on the 3rd June :— 

The fleet arrived at Jerome Gulf May 20, and was occupied 
ten days in surveying the channels between the various islands, 
finally coming to anchor at a point designated in the French 
charts Isle Boisee for three days. A surveying party, away dur- 
ing that time, met some natives, who sent off a communication 
asking where we were from, and hoping we were well. Subse- 
phe a@ number of Koreans of the third and fifth rank came 
aboard the Colorado, where they were received by Governor Low’s 
interpreters. They were shown about the Colorado, and distinctly 
told that we meant to send a surveying party up the river, and 
that out mission was peaceful, and that we should not attack or 
molest them in any way unless they first assaulted us. They ex- 
pressed themselves glad to know our mission was peaceful. After- 
wards the Monocacy and the Palos, with four steam launches— 
two from the Colorado, the others from the Alaska and 
the Benecia—left to go up to and pass Kanghoa, an island at 
the mouth of the River Salee, and survey. The party from 
the Monocacy, under Captain McCrea, numbered 170, and that 
from the Palos, under Commander Rockwell, fifty. The launches 
were manned by eleven men each. Capt. Homer C. Blake was on 
the Palos. Accompanying the expedition were Mr. Cowle, Pri- 
vate Secretary to Minister Lowe, on the Palos; Messrs. R. J. 
McCaslin, and Ed. H. Julsburg. Pay-master Spalding, of the 
Palos, was with Lieut. Totten, and Capt. Boswell and Mr. Slassen, 
of the Colorado, were with Lieut. Mead. The boat parties 
were armed with cutlasses, pistols, and Remington rifles. The 
Benecia launch carried a twenty-five pounder in the bow. The 
others were provided with twelve-pounders, all having a good sup- 
ply of shell, canister and shrapnel. 

Availing themselves of the flood-tide, the launches went ahead, 
abreast, up the Kanghoa river, sounding as they proceeded, the 
Palos and Monocacy following at a convenient distance. The boats, 
which were unmolested for some time, prosecuted their work 
regularly on the river, which is here quite a mile in width. The 
day was bright and pleasant, and all went well till they approached 
the narrow portion of the river, about ten miles from the Colorado. 
Here a great turnout of white-coated Koreans was noticed ona 
bluff of the left bank with flags flying and presenting quite a 
martial array. A nearer view indicated their numbers to be about 
2,000 men, clothed in the costume of the country, which is 
white coat not unlike the present European overcoat; white 
pajamas tied at the ankle with white socks and light summer 
shoes, such as ate worn by the Chinese. There were two red stone 
forts visible, one on each bank, apparently armed with upwards of 
sixty nine eighteen-pounders, and guarding the narrow passage 
or bend of the river. The one on the right bank was the smaller 
of the two, and was not noticed at all during the engagement, ex- 
cept by a shell or two, sent to find if anyone was stirring therein. 
But the main fort built upon a bank, rising nearly a hundred feet 
from the water's edge, was evidently the stand point of the Ko- 
reans, and from which they expected to intimidate or drive away 
in dismay the foreigners. The launches kept steadily at their 
business without heeding the spectacle presented on the bank. 
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The Benecia launch meanwhile dropped astern, owing to her 
arty 
came opposite the fort she was nearly two miles off. Mr. Cowle 
took a good observation of the Koreans, and counted more than 
thirty-six guns in position ; besides there were seen countless 
numbers of gingalls, carried by two men each. These last, with 
the bannered men, helped to swell the array which formed upon 
the side and top of the hill behind the stone wall. The turning- 
point of the river was now almost reached, and when at a distance 
of about 150 yards from the shore, a stream of fire was poured 
from the large fort, followed in a few moments by a discharge of 
guns from the fort on the right bank. The launches at once 
turned their bows on the main fort, and their guns quickly re- 
plied, while the Palos and Monocacy, coming up ona five-knot 
tide, rattled away over the heads of the flotilla with their eight- 
inch rifled guns. Lieutenant Commodore Rockwell, with the 
Palos, made splendid practice with the bow guns, while Captain 
McCrea, who followed in the Monocacy, gave the enemy the full 
benefit of his broadside battery at close quarters, so close 
that the vessel grazed some hidden rocks which formed a reef 
above the bend of the river. Notwithstanding this accident, 
which displaced an iron plate and caused a leak, the Monoe 
kept up asteady and walk-direoted fire until the forts were silenced. 
During the action there was little or no breeze, and the thick 
smoke from the shore and the river almost hid the combatants. 
At intervals, however, there was noticed red sand, with mortar 
from the walls, flying off in clouds as the shells burst in the 
works; and in ten minutes from the commencement of the firio 
the Koreans were driven back, helter-skelter, over the hills. Ad- 
miral Rodgers had said before the surveying party set out, “Do 
not fire before you are fired upon; but if you are fired upon, 
don't be the first to stop firing.” 

There were no orders given to land, so that after Captain Blake 
had satisfied himself as to the discomfiture of the enemy, the 
gun-boats and launches were ordered to move round the bend of 
the river and anchor a short distance above the scene of action. 
The only casualties reported were on the Alaska’s launch. A 
sailor was in the act,of pointing a howitzer, when a ball struck 
him on the side of the head and shoulders. Another had two 
fingers cut off by the recoil of a gun. It seems strange that with 
the hot, close firing on the part of the Koreans such small 
damage should result, but it is believed that this fortunate issue 
for the boats was owing to the larger guns on the fort being ele- 
vated too much. The gun-boats and launches were all more or less 
struck by balls, and many narrow escapes took place, but fortu- 
nately none were badly hit. After the boats had rounded the 
point the Koreans again returned to their guns, and in time 
to open fire upon the launch of the Benecia, which, as before 
stated, was delayed and left behind. Master Schroder, in 
charge of the launch, did not hesitate to force a passage 
against all odds and join his companions, and as soon as the fire 
from the boat was delivered coolly returned the fire and pushed 
on up the river. At slack water the boats were headed down the 


stream again, but before they started on their return to the 


squadron a few shells were judiciously thrown over the hill into 
the fort. This procedure settled affairs for that day. The Ko- 
reans finding their forts of no use, even though the ankees were 
round the corner and out of sight, concluded to evacuate. They 
were seen marching out of their works in single file, and making 
a short route to the woods in the rear. The work of the surveying 
party being concluded, the vessels returned to the squadron 
without further molestation. 

Admiral Rodgers is said to have expressed the warmest gratifi- 
cation with the spirited conduct of all concerned. There was @ 
general wish to go ashore, spike the batteries and bring away the 
head quarters flag of the “Generalissimo” Oommander-in-Ohief, 
but the expedition having started with merely scientific purposes 
had no orders to cover such an unlooked for emergency. The im- 
patience of all in the fleet below, who were within hearing dis- 
tance and could see the flash of the guns, may be imagined. The 
fire of the enemy’s batteries lasted but five to cight minutes, and 
during the time they must have fired 250 to 300 rounds. In ad- 
dition to the long 24-pounders in the forts, the Koreans had lashed 
short “ carronades” side by side on platform behind platform, till 
the place was as thick with guns as an ordinance yard. How 
any one lived throught the first fire will ever be a marvel, and 
how under such an appalling fire the launches could show such 
pluck as to put their heads to the batteries and keep up a fire 
till the tide forced them beyond the hill and out of range, will 
always be a thing remembered. 

The Shanghai Steam Navigation Company's steamer Millet had 
taken up @ supply of coals and provisions for the fleet ; also 
some guns and men from the Ashuelot. It is stated that Admiral 
Rodgers intends to start with an expedition for Seoul, the Korean 
capital, on her arrival. 

The attack above described is apparently that alluded to by 
Admiral Rodgers as the “ treacherous attack on the 10th,” in his 
despatch to the Navy Department, which was published in our 
last issue. The chief adviser of the King it would seem brought 
the reply to the demand for apology, which was substantially that 
the Koreans refused to hold any intercourse with foreign Lacie 
and that the crew of the General Sherman had been execu 
under the laws of the land for piracy and murder committed afer 
the wreck.]

aARAWAK. 
Dates are to June 16. We find the following summary in the 
Sarqwak Gaztte :— 

The 3rd June, the anniversary of the birth-day of H.H. the 
Rajah, was observed as a public holiday. A salute of twenty-one 
gaa wag fired from the Fort at 10 am., and a large party of 

alay ladies of the uppper class were entertained at dinner by 
the Ranee in the evening. 

Labour is becoming scarcer than ever in Sarawak. A rise in 
wages has been granted during the last month to men engaged on 
public works, but even this fails to produce the number of -hands 

uired. Road making is being rather extensively carried on, 
Pi the new Government buildings will soon offer employment for 
@ good many carpenters and masons. We shall have to trust as 
ugual to importation for them. 

The houses at the end of the bazaar next the Fort, which have 
long been both unsightly and inzecure, have been demolished, with 
8 view to their being rebuilt im a more solid manner and on a 
erger scale. 

The marriage of Dr. Houghton with Miss Hogge was solem- 
nised on June 1. The ceremony was performed by the bishop of 
the diocese, assisted by the ohaplelir’ in charge. alaces assembly 
was present, including the Datu and his son, and many of the 
leading Chinamen in Sarawak. 

A court of inquiry was held on June 10 on the conduct of 
Major F. A. Walter, late of H.M.’s 97th Regiment of Foot, com- 
mandant of Sarawak. The charges brought against him by his 
Highness the Rajah were :—I1st and 2nd. That he had purchased 
certain quantities of cloth for fortmen’s clothing from Singapore, 
and had sold these at a higher rate than the same quality could 
be procured for here, ai nd that the said cloth was unfit for 
use. 3rd. That he had “purchased certain cloth from a trader 
in the bassar, and had sold it for a higher rate to the 
fortmen. 4th. That he had sold a quantity of braid to 
the tailor, and had afterwards made an alteration in the price. 
5th. That he had borrowed a sum of money from a Govern- 
ment servant, late a convict from India, owing to which the said 
convict had been put to great inconvenience in being unable to 
return to India. 6th. That he had instructed certain fortmen to 
make inquiries relative to gutta-percha and beeswax, showing 
them samples with a view to trade. 7th. That he had made use 
of fortmen for his private purposes, and in consequence excused 
them from their public duties. After several witnesses had been 

examined in substantiation of these charges, Major Walter de- 
murred to the regulation of the Court, when the Rajah informed 
him that in that case he should dismiss him from the service, and 
if he refused to obey the laws of the country he would even im- 
prison him. Major Walter then again refusing to plead, and 
uttering most disrespectful remarks concerning his Highness the 
Rajah and the Court, the members adjourned sine die, and his 
Highness the Rajah then formally dismissed Major Walter from 
the Sarawak service. 


STRAITS SETTLEMENTS.

SINGAPORE. 

Dates from this port by the present mail reaeh to the 26th 
June. The London mail of the 19th May arrived out on the 
29nd June. The following is from the Singapore Times :— 

A collision has occurred between the Judicial Department and 
the Executive. By the Gazette it appears that the appointment 
of Mr. Owen to the position of acting judge has been rescinded, 
and the consequence will probably be a great interruption to the 
course of business. We deplore it on much more serious grounds, 
in so far that the deposition of Mr. Owen from the position of 
acting judge is due to the simple fact that he declined to comply 
with the wishes of the executive in regard to the exercise 
of his office, believing that as a judge it was impossible for 
hjm to be influenced by any other consideration than his own 
conception of the straightforward course of his duty. It 
eeems that a case in which the Government is to some extent 
& party was about to come before the Court in the ordinary course ; 
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SM GQGHIN CHINA, ——~Ss«&Y sat that nit: didd not uit thew that as it did not suit the wishes of Executive that it should 
be brought on at this time, an intimation was sent to the Acting 
Judge requesting that he should decline to go on with the case 
then, and postpone it until Sir William Hacket should arrive, or, 
at all events, until he received further notice. Mr. Owen could 
not conscientiously be guided by a request such as this, and, we 
have heard, intimated so much quietly on the first suggestion of 
the request. This was auaweced by an authoritative intimation 
that the wishes of the Executive must be observed, and that, if 
they were not, Mr. Owen should be removed from his position on 
the Bench—a threat which has now been carried out, The whole 
quesste of the independence of our judges is again raised by 
unfortunate affair. 

The Legislative Council met on the 20th June, when the new 
railway scheme was discussed in committee. The following wit- 
nesses were examined :—Captain John Lawrence Kirby ; Mr. Wil- 
liam Samuel Leicester ; Mr. Aitken was heard in reply on behalf 
of the promoters of the Singapore and New Harbour Railway, and 
the Council adjourned to the 26th June. 





PENANG. 

The following items are from the Penang Gazette :— 

Captain Speedy, the Commissioner of Police, Penang, has been 

posted to ae as Commissioner of Police for the colony, and 
1s ti cuscseded in Penang by Captain Dunlop, and the latter by Mr. 
Kvans, from Singapore. Mr. Cox has been confirmed by the 
Secretary of State in his appointment as Deputy Commissioner of 
Malacca. 

Mr. J. Winbolt, assistant surveyor, Malacca, has resigned the 
service, and left, we understand, for Japan. 


We hear that it is Brope sed to start a joint-stock company in 
Singapore to carry on _ mining in Johol and the adjacent ter- . 
ritory, wherein in gold i is known to exist. Mr. Fisher, to whom, we 
believe, the credit is due of being the first to introduce the tele- 
graph into the colony, is the promoter of the scheme. 

The C. Buckland, 630 tons, Captain Barg, is, we believe, the 
first ship that has sailed up the river Prye to Messrs. Brown and 
Co.’s rice mill to discharge cargo. The Buckland went up with a 
cargo of paddy under the guidance of Mr. Pilot Showers without 
any mishap or hindrance. 

His Honour the Lieutenant-Governor met with a carriage acci- 
dent on Saturday last, the conveyance and horse having come to 
grief in a ditch by the roadside. Fortunately Mr, Birch was not 
hurt, but had to be extricated from the gharry through the 
window. 

At the race meeting the following gentlemen were appointed 
stewards for this year’s races, which will probably take place in the 
latter end of July or the beginning of August :—Messrs. F. R. 
Bradford, F. Shaw, I. 8. Bond, Koh Sin Tat, A. J. Gunn, N. M. 
Moordin, "D.C. 8. Speedy, G. mT. Tolson, and M. A. Antbony. The 
latter gentleman acts as honorary secretary. After the meeting 
was over, nearly $400 were collected in the room, and it is ex- 
pected that the amount subscribed this year will enable the ste- 
wards to provide a bill of fare fully equal to that of any previous 
race meeting. 

The Penang boat races came off on the 10th June. Since the 
arrival of the Duke of Edinburgh such a concourse of people 
round Fort Cornwallis has not been seen. Nothing occurred te 
mar the sport, but everything went off well.

S1r,—Readers of the report of what took place in Parliament 
the other day regarding Judge Smale’s decision at Hong Kon 
that a slave is justified, when seeking liberty, in killing hes 
enslaver, will be interested in knowing the latest phase of this 

uestion in Hong Kong. Without previous notice, the Colonial 
Aecretary moved in Council that a Bill might be read to remove 
doubts as to the applicability of an ordinance for rendition of 
criminals to the Chinese Government, and, despite the protest of 
the Chief Justice and other independent members, and in abro- 
gation of standing orders, the Bill passed through a second read- 
ing ; in a word—the Governor and his party disregarded the 
remonstrances of the Judge, and will, no doubt, follow up their 
action by giving the Chinese Government all they want. 

As this measure pee to me to be nothing less than a suc- 
cessful attempt on the part of the Hong Kong rulers to override 
justice and humanity in a manner totally repugnant to the spirit 
of the age, permit me to express the hope that you will not fail 
to dilate on the subject, and if possible, prevent a repetition of 
such an act.—I am, &c., Tav.

QUICK PASSAGE OF THE “UNDINE.” 
(To the Editor of The London and China Telegraph.) 
8m,—Permit me to draw your attention to the enclosed clipping 
from a China newspaper, showing the passage of the British ship 
Undine, Captain Scott, to have been made from pilot in the Downs to 
pilot in Shanghai waters in the, I think, unprecedented time of 
eighty-eight days :— 

“ British ship Undine left the Downs January 23 ; carried moderate 
N.E. trades; crossed the Equator Feb.15 in lon. 23.14 W., carried 
light variable S.E. trades; passed the meridian of the Cape March 18 
in late 43.3 8., ran down easting between 43 and 44 S., sighted St. 
Paul’s March 26, Java Head April 10; passed Anjer 13; thence up 
the China Sca. light winds chiefly from N. and N.E. and calms to port. 
Took pilot on board 20th ; arrived at Shanghai 22nd.”

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REPORT OF THE SUEZ CANAL COMPANY. 

This report has been looked for with much interest and some 
anxiety. It was presented on the 20th ult. The following are 
the points of general interest contained in the document :— 

In March, 1870, the monthly receipts of the Canal were stated 
to amount to f.300,000 to f.400,000, the assets in hand to twenty 
millions, and the estimate of ex , to the end of the year, to 
thirty millions, which sum included about twelve millions for the 
cost of work to be executed. 

Reference is then made to the rumours which were afloat to the 
effect that the company would require a loan of 100 to 150 mil- 
lions, which have been proved to have been utterly unfounded. 

The Canal, says the report, has been deepened throughout its 
whole length to more than eight metres; in fact, the depth was 
carried to 8m. 30c. or 8m. 50c. ; the curves have been improved, 
and the stations, placed at intervals of ten kilometres, allow large 
ships to pass each other without inconvenience. 

s to the purchase of the Canal, the President declares that 
no one can participate in the enterprise except by the regular 
purchase of sharesin the stock market. With respect to the 
very important question of maintenance, the report declares that 
the amount of soil to be taken out during the current year is 
estimated at 190,000 tons for the whole length of the Canal from 
Port Said to Suez, and that four dredging machines will suffice 
for the work ; the quantity of sand brought by the wind is insig- 
nificant, and eighteen months’ work has produced no appreciable 
change in the profile of the sides of the Canal. 

In spite of the late war, there was a marked increase in the 
transit, and the preparations for the future are said to be “truly 
magnificent.” 

Since the inauguration, to the end of May last, 813 vessels, 
carrying 745,837 tons, passed through the Canal. The number 
of passengers was 46,374, yielding the sum of 459,710 francs 
The condition of the Canal is shown by the following facts :— 
The Ajax passed the Canal drawing 6m. 8lc. of water, and the 
Nestor 6m. 80c. As to tonnage, the Australia, of the P. and 0. 
Company, gauged 2,287 tons net; the Eaglish steamer Delaware 
2,697 tons ; the English transport Jumma 3,001 tons. The Vigre 
and the Donnai, French post packets, made the transit in four- 
teen effective hours, the Volga, also of the Messageries Francais, 
in thirteen hours twenty-five minutes, and the English steamer 
Carolina in thirteen hours ten minutes. As regards dimensions 
of vessels, the Peiho was 117 metres long, and the Arisona 23m. 
77c. in width. 

The company has established monthly returns of the vessels 
loading, porting, and enroute. The following is the return for 
the 15th July of the present year :—

The report includes the returns made by M. Guichard, the Chief 
Director of the Navigation ; by these it appears that the number 
of vessels in the Canal at one time often reaches six or eight, 
and that on two occasions, the 16th and 17th February, 1871, it 
amounted to fourteen and caused no inconvenience. The num- 
ber of boats carrying the merchandise of the country that paid 
toll reached 4,266 in the eighteen months, and a great increase 
is calculated on as soon as the Canal from Cairo to Ismalia 
is finished, which will now occupy a few months. This Canal, 
which only yet reaches Zagazig, brought down 7,000 tons of cotton 
seed in 1870, and 6,000 tons during the winter of 1871; it is cal- 
eulated that this quantity will be doubled when the Canal is 
complete. 

The company’s entrepots are beginning to receive merchandise, 
cargoes of tea, cotton, coffee, gum, and pepper are discharged by 
vessels coming from China and India, to be taken up by the va- 
rious packet-boats which run to Odessa, Trieste, and Constanti- 
nople, to the coast of Syria. M. Guichard says that, in spite of 
the war, every branch of the service is prosperous, the Canal is 
now lighted throughout, the Telegraph in full work, and the 
pilotage and towage completly organised by night and day. The 
expenses have beea reduced to a minimum, the amount for the 
firat half of 1871 being 750,000 francs. 

Finally, says M. Guichard, in addition to the 388 vessels already 
navigating the Canal, each day announces the launching of 8 new 
steamer with that view, and the creation of new enterprises in 
connection with the Canal. 

The report dwells on the growing importance of Port Said, and 
states that besides the vessels passing the Canal, which generally 
coal at the port, there is a good general business; the tonnage of 
the vessels which anchored in the port to the 3lst May amounted 
to 948,642 tons. 

The finances of the company are declared to be such as to give 
full guarantee for the execution of all engagements, but not at 
present to pay the two half-years’ interest on the obligations of 

he company without a loan ; the sum proposed is f.20,000,000. 
The assembly is adjourned for one mnouth for the decision of the 
propositions, which require that 40,000 shares showld be repre- 
eonted at the meeting. 
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COOLIE TRAFFIC IN DEMERARA. 
(SHOOND ARTICLE.) 

Mr. Dss Vaux having challenged attention to the great share 
of the cost of immigration which is paid out of the public purse, 
and urged that in future it should all be paid out of the pockets 
of the planting interest, the Commissioners appointed to inquire 
into the matter (Mr. W. E. Frern, Sir Georae Youna, and Mr. C. 
MrircHeEtt) conclude their report by remarking that, as the annual 
amount appears to them to be already high and increasing at an 
alarmingly rapid rate, the planters would do well to reconsider, 
not only the devices by which the colony is got to pay a little 
more than its prescribed third, but also the one-third arrange- 
ment itself, with the view of lightening the public burdens. Im- 
migration appears to be doing its work, and the planters are 
every year placed in a more secure position by it. The following 
~ the principal recommendations which the Commissioners 
offer :— 

They do not consider that the limit of benefit from immigration 
has yet been reached, the supply of labour being fairly kept pace 
with by the extension of cultivation. It should, however, be 
carefully ascertained, year by year, how far the taking up of new 
land keeps pace with the introduction of immigrants, and when 
the former is found to flag the latter ought to be checked: The 
Commissioners do not think that the whole burden of immigra- 
tion should be thrown on the planters, but they advocate more 
watchful supervision on the part of the Government, to prevent 
the abuses complained of, and they think that the community, 
and not the planters, should be the paymasters for this increase 
of supervision. The motive of interest will thus be brought to 
bear in the right direction, for the community will have a fixed 
sum to pay, and it will be their interest to see that they get 
money’s worth for their money. : 

The commissioners wish to see the Immigration-office fully re- 
cognised as a department of Government ; and they propose that, 
without prejudice to the reductions recommended in the sum total 
of the Colonial contribution to immigration, the cost of the de- 
partment, which now stands at $20,000, should be permanently 
charged upon the public purse. This principle should also cover 
the case of medical practitioners. They are made Government 
officers because duties of supervision are required of them; and 
it is not well that Government should pay its officials by drawing 

cheques on the managers of estates. It would be easy to find 
room in the present colonial contribution of a lump sum of 
$170,000 and upwards, for the specific charge of say $70,000, for 
the salaries of medical officers, for one of $20,000 for immigra- 
tion officers and the cost of labour, law, and prisons, and yet 
leave sufficient margin for any reductions considered advisable. 


A third matter which here claims consideration is the degree 
to which increased prosperity has enabled the planting interest to 
undertake more of the burden of immigration. Mr. Osrver’s 
opinion that the profits of the sugar industry as a whole have not, 
for the last three years, reached 3 per cent. on the capital em- 
ployed, is considered surprising, notwithstanding his great expe- 
rience. At first sight it seems obvious to suggest that the fresh 
capital sunk in extending cultivation has, in this case, been de- 
ducted from the profits. But Mr. Oxrver considers that, if that 
were done, the 3 per cent. would become a minus quantity ; and 
Mr. Winter, also a leading estates’ attorney, considers 3 per cent. 
too high an estimate. 

These statements give rise to some serious reflections. If, in 
spite of the good prices of the last three years, the sugar industry 
is so very near the wall, is it not a very perilous thing to go on 
introducing immigrants at the rate of 5,000 a-year, who are to be 
absolutely dependent on it for work and wages? Again, if the 
steady paprosanent of the last twenty years has left the staple 
trade of the colony in no better case than this, does not the fact 
point to some unhealthy forcing which has left it sickly ? 


From 1820 to 1829 the sugar crop was gradually increasing, 
and then fell off again till the year 1834, when it was very Tittle 
more than in 1820. The cotton and coffee crops decreased consi- 
derably. In 1820 the return of cotton was 4,536,741 lbs., and of 
coffee 8,673,120 Ibs. In 1834 the production of cotton was only 
926,944 lbs., and of coffee 3,056,556 lbs. The cocoa crop of 1820 
was 113,956 Ibs. ; in 1834 there was none at all. Thus, during 
the last years in which slavery existed, the sugar crop had not in- 
creased much, and the other crops of the colony had fallen off con- 
siderably. During the years of apprenticeship, 1835 to 1838, the 
sugar stood at above 100,000,000 lbs.; but, with the termination of 
the apprenticeship, it speedily fell off one half, and reached its 
lowest ebb in 1846. From that time it began again to rise, 
and has continued to do so, with some fluctuations, to the pre- 
sent time. In 1860 the advance was accelerated by the better 
supply of labour then becoming available in consequence of the 
introduction of immigrants in larger numbers than before. The 
exports of the colony in 1870 were 94,944 hogsheads of sugar ; 
20,716 puncheons of rum; 17,606 casks of molasses; 153,127 
cubic feet of timber ; 103 bales of cotton; 6,221,225 shingles, 
and 28,062 cocoa-nuts, by far the largest amount of produce ever 
shipped from the colony. 


A few instances of the value of estates not far from Georgetown 
will give some idea of the rise in the value of landed property. 
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“Peter's Hall and Eccles” (forming one estate) were sold at 
execution sale in 1847 for $26,500, and in 1849 for $12,750,— 
equal to £8,093 for the two properties. They produce now over 
1,600 hogsheads of sugar, worth $180,000 at present prices. The 
“Great Diamond’ estate was purchased in the same manner in 
1848 for $9,050 ; it is now one of the finest properties in the 
colony, and not worth less than forty or fifty thousand pounds 
sterling. The “Albion” estate in Berbice, which was purchased 
in 1847 for $1,000, has, at the present moment, one of the finest 
sets of works in the colony, and is considered the best specimen of 
a thriving estate. 

The large West Indian houses in Glasgow, Liverpool, Bristol, 
and London, have nearly a monopoly of the freight of sugar; 
have possession of the market for supplies ; and, through their 
branch houses, do three-fourths of the attorney’s business. They 
are also very large mortgagees of estates ; and, in many cases, a 
private proprietor is as completely shut out from looking for a 
cheaper market to buy supplies, or a dearer market to sell pro- 
anes, as any coolie on his estate, who has a score at the driver's 
shop. 

The Commissioners do not agree with the suggestion that im- 
thigration has operated to diminish the enterprise of the culti- 
vator. A great deal has been done to improve the cultivation of 
the cane of late years. Some estates which used to average from 
one hogshead to a hogshead and a quarter per acre’ now make 
from one and three-quarters to two and a quarter. The use of 
artificial manure has become more common. Two enterprisin 
gentlemen, Messrs. Russeuu and Crum-Ewine, have introduc 
steam ploughs, and thoroughly drained many acres of their lands, 
with every prospect of successfully carrying out the improve- 
ment. Great improvements have been introduced in the machi- 
nery and appliances for the manufacture of sugar. 

The Commissioners give it as their opinion that if even British 
Guiana sugars begin to lose their hold on the market through 
unenterprising management, it will be high time to check that 
liberal supply of immigrant labour which may have made the 
planters careless ; but, when that time arrives, if it ever should 
arrive, there will be other and more obvious reasons for doing 80. 
And they add that it is essential to the satisfactory continuance of 
immigration that the penal and reindenture clauses of the Immi- 
grant Labour Law should be reformed in a liberal spirit, and that 
the immigration office should be reorganised as a department of 
the Government, with due powers and responsibilities, and rein- 
forced by uniting to it the medical staff of the estates. 








THE JAPANESE MILITARY SYSTEM. 
(PALL MALL GAZETTE.) 

A letter from a naval officer on board the Prussian ship Hertha 
cruising in the Japanese waters, gives an interesting account of a amall 
army which has been found in Kishu, one of the vassal provinces, on 
the Prussian system. So quietly has the organisation been made that 
even the Japanese of other provinces know little about it, and the 
Government at Jeddo has oaly quite recently informed itself on the 
character and extent of the force. Knowing what bad soldiers the 
Japanese make, asa rule, the lieutenant of the Hertha treated the 
Prince of Kishu’s invitation to inspect his troops as a joke, but on see. 
ing the soldiers he was go well pleased with their excellent training 
that he took three days’ leave, in order to observe them closély 
in their drill and barrack life. It appears that the Prince 
of Kishu, who is an almost independent Sovereign, on heating 
of the marvellous successes of the Prussian system and the needldé 
gun, some years ago conceived a desire to model his own army on the 
same plan. He negotiated with the Government of Buckeburg for » 
number of needle-guna, and, having purchased them, asked as a favour 
that a man conversant with their use should be sent over to instruct 
his men. The terms being liberal, a retired Buckeburg sergeant wag 
prevailed upon to undertake the task. At his recommendation ¢om- 
pulgory service had been introduced into the province, each man to 
serve three years. The contingent thus formed comprises eight bat- 
talions of 660 men each, 150 cavalry, and some battalions of light 
artillery. The barracks are built on the Prussian plan; food, dress, 
drill, all is European. Beds, otherwise unknown to the Japanese, have 
found their way into the sleeping-rooms, and are appreciated ; and the 
soldiers eat beef and wear boots like so many Germans. The 
uniform is made of cheap material, the colour being blue for the 
privates and black for the officers, while braid decorations denote 
the wearer's rank. The sergeant has proved himself a pér- 
fect genius, for’ he has taught the Japanese to make their 
own uniforms, saddles, bugles, gunpowder, cartridges, &c.,—every- 
thing, in fact, belonging to the military establishment. He put his 
small army through all their paces before his countryman, and in 
everyone they gave complete satisfaction. There is oleo a military 
school in which sixty ensigns are now undergoing scientific training, 
and they, as well as the higher officers, have proved wonderfully docile. 
The Prince has announced his intention shortly to go in himself for 
his cram, and, if he finds himself capable of commanding his own 
army, he means to dismiss his master laden with presents. In Kishe 
the Prussian sergeant is a general favourite; but in other provinces he 
is regarded with suspicion, for eyery neighbour fears that the new 
army may be directed against himself. The Government at Jeddo, 
having its attention drawn to the military preparations, has sought to 
secure the old soldier’s services for its own army, but while there is 
anything left to reform in Kishu, the Buckeburgian has refused to leave 
the Prince. In two or three years he proposes to bring his officer- 
pupils over to Berlin, in order to show them the model after which 
they have been formed.

THE SITUATION IN CHINA. 

Tue telegrams which we publish this morning will be read 
with deep anxiety by all who have the welfare of our coun- 
trymen in the Far East at heart. It is an old saying that 
“ prophets love to find their words come true ;” but we, who 
have urged persistently, though without effect, the necessity 
of energetic action on the part of our Government, frankly 
avow that we should have been much more gratified to have 
found our predictions falsified than confirmed by the news 
which has appeared in overy journal in Great Britain, 
and which, if it be perused with apparent unconcern 
by the general public, will owe that seeming apathy to con- 
fidence in our Ministers, which the conduct of the Foreign- 
office, in reference to Chinese affairs, has certainly, of late, 
failed to justify. From Russia we learn that the feeling of 
insecurity in China‘is so great that the Government will no 
longer be responsible for the safe conveyance of property 
into any part of the Celestial Empire. From China itself 
we are informed that a revolution is imminent, and that 
disturbances have already broken out at Canton. The 
place where the outbreak is reported to have taken place 
seems sufficient to check any immediate apprehension for 
our countrymen, but the movement should not be disre- 
garded as insignificant on that account. For months past 
we have pointed out that some disastrous result must 
be the certain consequence of the inaction of the Govern- 
ment in connection with the Tientsin Massacre, and the un- 
accountable reticence of the Foreign-office with regard to 
Mr. Wave's failure to send home the “ missing despatch.” 
For months past the Chinese have been strengthening the 
Taku Forts (which we ought never to have given up), pur- 
chasing arms and ammunition, and massing forces to defend 
them. All this the Government could not but have known, 
in common with everybody who can read in the British Em- 
pire. Nevertheless, the stereotyped reply to everyone of the 
many questions put to the Foreign Secretary has always been 
that they “have no official knowledge” of anything of the 
kind, and as soon as they receive any “ oficial communica- 
tion” it shall be laid before the House. In the meantime, 
nothing whatever has been done. The threatening prepa- 
rations of the Imperial Government have been entirely dis- 
regarded. The rumours of their intention to abrogate all 
their treaties, instead of framing a new one on the majority 
of the Emperor, have been put aside as unworthy attention. 

‘The presence «f Couna How has been ignored for three 
months. Mr. Wape has sent us no news that has been 
allowed to transpire, for the same period. We now learn 
(through Mr. Revurer, for Mr. Wabe is still silent) that the 
mandarins, and other hangers-on of the Imperial Court, 
may have enough to do to defend themselves against revolu- 
tion instead of war. The arms which they have accumulated 
to attack us, they have now to turn against their own people. 
While they have been defying the foreigners (misled, no 
doubt, by Cauna How’s complacent despatches founded on 
Mr. Wane’s silence) and lulling themselves in the idea of 
fancied strength, rebellion, which has never died out in China 
for eight hundred years, is rearing its head again. The 
Chinese Government and Cxune How have forgotten, or 
affected to forget, that it was to Foreign intervention, to 
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British armed protection, that it owed its salvation on many 
occasions when the throne was on the point of being 
wrested fromthem. They have overrated their own strength, 
and glossed over their own weakness. On the other hand, the 
rebels have not lost sight of the fact that the imminent disunion 
between their Government and its Western allies might prove 
their opportunity to restore their party to the position which 
they occupied at a period which seems but yesterday to a 
people whose traditions datesofar back. Our chief concern, 
of course, is for our countrymen in China, who, in such a 
contest, may be placed in the greatest danger from both par- 
ties. As we are at present advised, it is impossible to exag- 
gerate the emergency of the situation ; yet the new combi- 
nation of circumstances seems to suggest an unexpected oppor- 
tunity, if our Government will only avail themselves of it 
without loss of time. Not an hour should be lost in placing 
the British force, as it has been placed before, on the side of 
the Empire ; but with the distinct understanding that the 
stipulations demanded for the safety and well-being of fo- 
reigners in China at the time of Sir RuTHERFORD ALCOOK’S 
Convention should be incorporated in a revised Treaty without 
further delay, after our gun-boats, which might remain to 
witness the ceremony, have quashed the presént insurrection, 
as our forces did the last. 


THE MACAO COOLIE TRADE. 

Tue horrors of the coolie trade have so often been exposed 
in these columns, and the painful details of recent tragedies 
must be so fresh in the memory of our readers, that we may 
dismiss that portion of the subject with the summary of the 
Parliamentary papers which we published last week, and turn 
our attention to the inquiry—what is the remedy for this 
monstrous evil? The Report seems to us to point conclu- 
sively to the conviction that, although ostensibly discouraged 
by the Portuguese Government both in Macao and Lisbon, 
it is virtually encouraged in both places, whether through 
the venality of the officials, or a mistaken and unscru- 
pulous notion of political economy, is beside the ques- 
tion. Not only from considerations of humanity, then, but 
also from the prejudice excited against all European na- 
tious by the laches of one, it appears to us that combined 
pressure should be brought to bear on the Portuguese Go- 
verument to insist on the institution of licensed shipping 
houses for the reception of coolies willing to emigrate, on 
the excellent principle so conscientiously carried out by the 
French in the South Sea Settlements. Each coolie is there 
registered, questioned alone by the French Commissioner as 
to whether he knows where he is going, and if he is going 
willingly ; and the voyage of the coolie ship is, so far as 
is practicable, watched and reported on, in order to 
make sure that it arrives at the destination for which 
it is ostensibly bound, when the coolies are checked 
off acoording to an official list, and the missing ones 
required to be accounted for. As our interests are larger 
than those of any other nation in the Far East, we ought 
to take the initiative in pressing this proposition, in its 
integrity, on the Portuguese Government, and, on its being 
agreed to, it should be issued in the form of a proclamation 
by placards, éc., throughout the length and breadth of the 
Chinese Empire, for the information of the ignorant who 
may be attempted to be kidnapped. At the same time, 
severe penalties should be attached to any person who re- 
moves coolies, or causes them to be removed without a li- 
cense. If our Government were firmly to make this requi- 
sition to the Portuguese, we feel sure they would have the 
support of the Germans, the Americans, and the Dutch, and 
such a coalition even Portuguese duplicity could not resist. 


WE understand that Mr. F. H. Gorrtuigs, F.S.S., F.R.G.S., 
Magistrate of Police and Commissioner of the Court of Re- 
quests, Straits Settlements, has had a further extension of 
leave. Mr. Gorruies is not likely to leave England until 
December next. 


Mr. Marcos Fiowers will leave England on the 5th 
inst. by the Pacific Mail route, to resume his duties as Her 
Maszsty’s Consul at Nagasaki. 





Ir is officially notified that Sir Rurnerrorp ALcock has 
resigned the post of British Minister at Peking, and that his 
successor will be Mr. T. F. Wane, C.B.

The first annual meeting of the Colombo Gas and Water Company 
(Limited) was held on the 26th ult., when the following report was 
submitted to the shareholders :— 

The directors have pleasure in informing the shareholders that the 
progress made in erecting the Gas Works at Colombo and laying the 
maine has been extremely satisfactory, and the works will be in opera- 
tion anda large part of the town lighted about the end of August. 
The Fitting Department is now busily engaged in fitting up the Queen’s 
House, the Custom House, the General Post-office, the Public Assembly 
Rooms, the Gallé Face Hotel, &c., so that a considerable number of 
consumers, in addition to the public street lights, will be ready to use 
gas 2s soon as the company is in a position to supply it. A cargo of 
English coal has been sent, and one of Australian coal has been ordered, 
and will arrive before the works are completed. Your directors have 
received the gratifying intelligence that the population of Colombo by 
the census just completed amounts to over 100,000, exclusive of a float- 
ing population of 10,000 souls, as ‘against 55,000, the number named in 
the prospectus which was taken from the previous census. To Mr. Simp- 
son, the resident engineer, and to Mr. Laurie, the contractors’ repre- 
sentative, great credit is due for the able and speedy manner in which 
the works are being erected. 


The following report has been received from the company’s en- 
gineer :— 

I have the pleasure to inform you that all is going on satisfactorily as 

the progress and execution of the Gas Works. I have advice from 
the resident engineer down to the 12th June last. Upwards of a thou- 
gand men were employed at that date in pushing on the works. The net- 
work of mains had been laid in the Pettah and Fort, chiefly by native 
mainiayers, and the mains would be completed throughout as soon as 
the works, All the buildings of the works and erection of the apparatus 
wero well advanced, and I look forward to delivering gas into the town 
-in August next. 

Lord Cairns, who has acted as arbitrator under the Albert Life 
Assurance Company’s Act, has decided that the undertaking is 
not to be reconstructed. There are, his lordship holds, too many 
objections to the scheme of the Reconstruction Committee for the 
course suggested by that body to be adopted. 


The advices from Yokohama, received this morning via San 
Francisco, report the absconding from that settlement of a Ger- 
man merchant with the sum of $20,000. The statement is con- 
firmed by private telegrams, which, however, fix the amount at 
$40,000. 

The traffic receipts over the British Indian Extension Telegraph 
Company’s line for the month of July were £6,165. The traffic re- 
ceipts over the China Submarine Telegraph Oompany’s line for 
the month of July amounted to £5,812. This company’s station 
at St. Jacques, near Saigon, nas been opened for traffic ; messages 
can be sent from the Falmouth Company’s office, 74, Old Broad- 
street, and from all the provincial stations in the United Kingdom. 


A prospectus has been issued of the Anglo-Indian Tea Com- 
pany, with a capital of £20,000, in shares of £10 each. The 
object is to acquire and extend the business of the India and 
China Te& Company, established in 1868, the capital of which 
has been absorbed in the formation of agencies and creating a 
connection, of which the new company will have the advantage, 
the purchase money for goodwill and premises (£5,000) being 
wholly taken in paid-up shares. 


We are glad to see that the movement of shippers to resist the 
unfair stipulations recently introduced into bills of lading for the 
Far East has already borne promising fruit. A circular has been 
jssued, signed by Mr. C. M. Norwood, M.P. for Hull, convening 
a meeting of steamship owners interested in the India and China 
trades via the Suez Canal, to be held on Friday next at the offices 


of the General Shipowners’ Society, the object being to arrive, if 


possible, at a satisfactory understanding on the subject of the 
forms of bills of lading, and of other modifications of business 
details, in connection with steam traffic with the Far Hast. 
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TEA. 

We have to report a very dall market throughout the interval, with 
slightly easier prices for some descriptions. Red-leaf Congoua: Siftings 
and broken-leaf kinds are altogether neglected ; faire common have 
been taken at 9}d. to 10}d., showing a amall decline ; good common 
have been sold at prices in favour of buyers; fair qualities are steady 
at last quotations; in good to fine and finest business is rendered un- 
important by the smallness of stock. Paklins are in a good position, 
the stock being exhausted. Black-leaf kinds: Thé low quali- 
ties continue depressed. Fair common are unchanged; a few 
have been gold at 104d. per lb. For good common there 
has been a slightly better demand, and a few small sales 
have been made at 11d. to 114d. per lb. Fair to good medium 
are in request, with very few on offer. Good to fine and finest are in 
a favourable position, but we fear that large simultaneous arrivals of 
new teas next week may interfere with their sale at satisfactory rates. 
Amoy kinds have been gold to some extent at rather lower prices for 
fair common. Low kinds are unsaleable. In new-make Canton Con- 
gous business has been done at lower prices, out of latest arrivals per 
overland route, the fair to good qualities realising from 1s. 2d. to 
1g. 6d., and fine 1g. 7d. to 1s. 9d. per lb. Oolongg are without in- 
quiry. In Souchongs and Flowery Pekoes there is nothing doing of 
any importance. Scented Teas: Common Canton Capers, received 
overland, have been gold at only 8$d. to 11d. per lb. The better kinds 
are unaltered. Canton Orange Pekoes, of fine quality, per overland, 
have been taken at 1s.

inds. 

Megsra. Shepard, Harrison and Rehden’s Circular saya :—The market 
has been inactive during the past fortnight, dealers being anxious to 
reduce their stocks before the arrival of new Teas. The Australia is 
expected at Southampton on the 29th, but it is doubtful if samples of 
her Teas can be shown here before Monday, the 31st, when further 
steamers, coming direct, are also due in London. Further imports of 
14,000 boxes new-make Congou and Scenteds have been received per 
overland ; the Congous were of inferior quality, and sold from 1s. 2d. 
to 1s. 9d., Scenteds from Is, 8d. to 2s. 8d. per lb., and one parcel of 
1,200 boxes common Scented Caper at 83d. per lb. On the 18th and 
19th current 21,500 packages Tea were offered at auction ; prices went 
rather easier for siftings and low common Congous, and 4d. to 1d.

CASUALTIES. ' 


Advices from Havre, dated July 25, state that the Guipuzcoano, 
Dateil, from Bordeaux to Saigon, put into Rio de Janeiro, June 29, 
with damage to spars.

At one time she had six 
feet of water in her hold, but made no more water after it was pumped 
out.

Bengal Bay—Aracan.—Alteration in Savage Island Light.—The 
India Office has given notice that the following alteration has been 
made in the light on Savage island, entrance to Akyab harbour, 
Aracan. The fixed white light is changed to a fixed and flashing 
white light, showing ajflash every minute; it selevation is 95 feet above 
the level of the sea. The illuminating apparatus is now dioptric or 
by lenses, of the third order.
